SAN FRANCISCO, Calif.(/P)-A "re- 


volt" of a Fresno business group against 
federal pay roll taxes, and the critical 
outburst of a farm leader against relief 
costs Friday marked apparently grow- 
ing dissatisfaction in California over 
its social security situation. 


The Fresno movement came to the 


attention of congress when Represen- 
tative Elliott (Dom., Cnl.) told the 
house ways and means committee a 
group of San Joaquin county employ- 
ers had vowed to go to jail rather than 
pay any more taxes under the social 
security law. 


This group, under the leadership of 


John A. Miirtin, Fresno contractor, also 
was preparing for a meeting to demand 
the immediate deportation of Harry 
Bridges, West Const C. I. O. director. 


To Fight Penalties 


The Fresno group was formed two 


weeks ago. Martin, a building con- 
tractor employing 10 persons, and nine 
other "little business men" organized 
the "Citizen's League" to resist pay- 
ment of 100 per cent penalties which 
they said hail been levied by the gov- 
ernment against California employers 
deliquent on pay roll taxes. 


Martin's organization committed it- 


self to repeal of the entire social se- 
curity program and notified Treasury 
Secretary Morgenthau* it would resis 
payment of the penalties on constitU' 
tional grounds. The constitution pro 
hibits the levying of "excessive" fines

year after year, and because the houses 
arc taxfrce, the rents wjll run, on an 
average, a little less than $4 per room 
per month. A family will be able to 
let a five-room home, then, for some- 
hing under $20 a month—nearer ?16 
Jian $20, say the USHA people, be- 
cause the $4-a-room average is pared 
in the larger units.. 


This, obviously, isn't housing that 


pays its own way. It isn't housing 
that private industry could hope to 
duplicate and make a profit. 
But 


the USHA sees it as the most practic- 
al kind of slumclcarancc work that 
nas yet been evolved; it points out that 
it offers decent housing at prices that 
slumdwellers can afford to pay, and 
that none but slum-dweller can be- 
come tenants. 
Further, one of its 


regulations is that for every new dwel- 
ling unit under its program, a sub- 
standard house must be demolished. 


Still Plenty to Do 


With the money already approprat- 


ed, the USHA will eventually have 
built homes for 160,000 families. That 
looks like a big bite out of the slum 
problem—unit the Authority's staff 
remarks that the common estimate 
is that the nation contains 5,00,000 
urban homes that are substandard

"bleeder" and Jaime was deaf and 
dumb, but these things did not rule 
them out. 


Juan grew up strong and healthy. 


In 1930 he entered the Spanish Naval 
College at Cadiz where he became a 
favorite with his fellow students be- 
cause he had no side and no frills. 


When the revolution broke out in 


1931, he left Cadiz and came to Eng- 
land where he applied for admission 
to live British navy. He was posted to 
the crmiser "Enterprise," which was 
stationed in Indian waters. 


It was while serving on this ship 


that he received a message from his 
parents notifying him that he was now 
the heir to the throne. This became so 
because the Prince of the Asturias re- 
nounced the throne to marry a Cuban 
girl and become staple Count of Cov- 
adonga and because Don Jaime re- 
nounced all rights because of his in- 
creasing disabilities. 


Nevertheless Don Juan continued in 


the British navy. He served on the 
"Iron Duke" until 1935, then going to 
the destroyer "Winchester" and being 
promoted to the rank of lieutenant. 
Later he was placed on the reserve list 
of officers.

There is really no essential difference.

Tests 
have been made on all sorts of other

way. 
Otherwise, however, lower sper 


•ies than man do not seem to have 
his development. Apparently one side j 
of the brain of man, the left hcmisr ! 
»here, develops more than the right 
temisphere. 
There are many different theories as 
o the causes of speech disturbances. 
"hey have been considered from the 
oint of view of the mechansism of the 
nerve, brain and \miscle that is involv-' 
d. Individuals who handle speech 
iroblems from this point of view have 
evised drills which involve speech^ 
raining of the brain, the nerve and the 
muscles. 


In training stutterers, practice was 
ivon with all sorts of sounds in an 
ttempt to develop control of the bi'sin 
lechansm. There seems to be evir 
er»ce that in many instances such 


methods are helpful, but it is not aU 
ways certain that it is the training that 
s responsible for the improvement 
ather than the psychologic suggestion 
associated with the training.
